Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative David Jacobson called on September 
14th, 2006 to have a phone interview to discuss the Final Rejection mailed on August 1 1th, 2006. First, the rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph was discussed in regard to ratio of outer wall diameter to radial wall thickness, Mr. 
Jacobson stated that he was in agreement at least in regard to the 4 times recitation. Further, the addition of "stiff' was 
explained as to how the application did not have previous support. It was discussed why radiopaque was given no 
weight in claim 1 being that claim 3 appeared to recite only polyurethane leaving no room for an embedded radiopaque 
material. It was reiterated from the Final Office Action how a guide wire from Finlaysdn could be considered an 
orthopedic nail in the broadest reasonable sense. It was also stated that should applicant amend, that additional 
search and consideration would be necessitated in the examination and that no proposed amendment could be made 
at this time to put the case in condition for allowance. 
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
